The cAirrieulum of the- Junior Col- 
lege will continue studies of a gen- 
eral cultural nature begun In ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, and 
will lay the foundation' for more 
specialized eoljege Work Which may 
"follow-. Upon the satisfactory com- 
pletion of two yean* In the Junior 
College, students' will he granted i 
Certificate of Junior Standing. 

The faculty of the Junior College 
will be separate fW>m that of the 
Senior College, although the per- - 
sonnel will overlap / to some extent. 
It will be composecf of those teach- 
er.'; who huve devoted a J^rge pon 
tion of time to the ijiHtructton of 
freshman and sophomore subjects 
and who are particularly^ fitted, by. 
personality and training, for the di- 
n ction of the younger college' stu- 
dents. 

In the establishment, of a . Junior 
College the following advantages are 
achieved: * 

.The Junior College will afford i 
lietter • transition between secondary 
m bools iiu. the one hand and upper 
division college and professional 
schools on the other. With expert 
a d y ice ^ upon courses at registration 
tinie. and with a system of Junior 
college and pre-professional advisers 
.available to the student throughout, 
the 'year, the problem of adjustment 
to college life will he materially 
lessened. It will provide closer co- 
operation with patents and will pro- 
mote the development of the pres- 
ent program of personnel admiu- 
iutration and vocational guidance. 

The Junior College will act as 
a “service” school in preparing stu- 
dents for thh Senior College and for 
the various professional schools of 
tjic 3Inlverstty. 

It will make a “place in college for 
k i. dents . who do not desire t o enter 
upon ’a four-year course. 

It Is desirable from the stand- 
point of academic •instruction since 
it will group freshmen unth sopho- 
more students together and junior 
end senior* students togejlnT.'-

THE JUNIOR COLLEGE \ 

At a recent meeting of the faculty the establishment of a 
Junior College to care for the regular work of the first two years 
at the University, was voted. This step is in line with the present 
nation-wide Junior College movement which is ever becoming 
more popular. 

The Junior College^ is a direct product of the twentieth cen- 
tury, although a few Were existent in the 1800’s. In the foist 
thirty years their increase has been phenomenal. Though Cali- 
fornia and the Middle West are the most progressive in this 
respect, they are rapidly spreading over the entire continent. In. 
1928 there were 408 Junior Colleges with an enrollment of 50,529 
students. / \ , 

A large percentage of these Junior Colleges are a part of 
the public school system run in connection with the secondary 
schools, or are private institutions which give only two years 
work. George Washington is one of the few larger universities 
to incorporate such a college. The public school system of the 
District has not as }/et seen fit to organize a Junior College, so 
the field in this city is comparatively free. Such a college con- 
nected with such an institution as G. W. has obvious advantage 
over either of the two types before mentioned. It will have the 
benefit of the faculty of the Senior College, for the personnels 
of the two will in all probability overlap. It will bring the students 
in contact with college organizations and activities which are on a 
more mature basis than those in secondary schools. The advan- 
tages over the old straight four-year course have been mentioned 
in the news article in this issue. 

The Hatchet wishes to congratulate the Administration upon 
this step, because it shows that we are looking forward and will 
continue to progress in the future.
